The garlic is sacked in two 
different sized bags. 
The small 
sacks go to South America and

which shipments

the world. 
That Puerto Rico loves 
garlic 
is indicated by the fact that out 
of a recent shipment of five cars 
containing 3,000 sacks, 600 of the 
sacks were destined for San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. 
One of the disagreeable feat­ 
ures that the workers are obliged 
to fight against is “garlic fever.” 


To prevent this, they wetr mask! 
to keep the gtrlic fumes from 
their nostrils. Electric fans 
also 
help keep the fumes and dust 
from workers. 
The greater part of the garlic 
is put up in 100-pound sacks and 
sells at the current price this 
year of from 2% to 4 cents a 
pound. 
An acre produces from 60 
to 
80 
sacks, 
depending 
upon 
growing conditions of each year. 
The reason lasts from 
six 
to 
eight weeks, and during that time 
a large part of the world’s gar­ 
lic supply is assured for the com­ 
ing year.

Chief of the murder cases at! 
present is that of Mrs. Margaret, 
Newton Jackson, who was found 
strangled in her home at Sholden, 
rear Deal, Kent. She was the wife 
of a colliery employe, and al­ 
though Scotland Yard has had its 
best men working on the case for 
days, they still are without a con­ 
crete clew. 
All they know is that sometime 
between 8:15 A.M. and 11:30 A.M. 
somebody slipped into Mrs. Jack­ 
son’s home, strangled her, and 
slipped out again without being; 
seen, although the house is on the 
main road and hundreds of people 
passed it during that time. 
Next on the list is the murder 
of George W illiam Stapleton, just 
outside the village of Flitton, in 
Bedfordshire. He was followed by 
the murderer and killed by blows 
of a heavy willow stake. 
He had 
been paid his wages of 34 shillings 
a few minutes before.

A similar murder took place in 
Plasmont, 
17-room mansion

tive for the crime apparently was 
robbery-, although the murderer 
left a "box containing 100 pounds 
behind. 
Two Baffling Cases 
One murderer had killed for a 
few shillings; the other for real 
money-, but in neither case can the 
Yard find a clew that will enable 
detectives to touch a suspect on 
the shoulder and say the usual 
formula of arrest. 
Other cases the Yard has not 
yet abandoned, and which have 
occurred over the past 12 months, 
include: 
William Murfitt, Norfolk far-, 
raer who was poisoned, 
j 
Pamela Coventry, the 9-year-old j 
girl who was criminally attacked j 
and killed. Her body was left in a j 
sack in a ditch at Hornchurch, 
Essex. 
There the police arrested j 
and charged a man but the jury j 
heard the evidence and acquitted 1 
him. 
Ethel Wraithmell, the Leeds girl j 
whose body was found cut to 
pieces. 
Arthur Izzard. the Chartham 
mental hospital patient who was 
found battered to death near Can­ 
terbury.

TUCSON, Ariz. (U P )—The fed­ 
eral government, alarmed at the j 
lack of domestic supplies of cer­ 
tain metals deemed necessary in 
wartime, is conducting a $250,000 
campaign to find new deposits ol 
the metals in the west. 
The search, scheduled to run 
over a period of more than four 
years, w ill be directed 
in 
part 
from the U. S. Bureau of Mines 
office in Tucson. 
Such metals 
as 
t u n g s t e n 
chrome antimony, tin, mangancst 
and others which this nation or­ 
dinarily is forced to import w ill be 
sought in the 
western 
United 
States bv engineers of the bureau 
*10,000,000 Grant Made 
The survey w ill be financed by 
funds from a $10,000.000 grant 
made by the last 
congress 
to 
make the United States more self-: 
sufficient in mining of the metals 
which become vitally important I 
in wartime industry. 
The survey thus far has desig­ 
nated eight projects in the west 
which w ill be worked by miners 
and the minerals sold to the gov­ 
ernment. 
Arizona as yet has not been ac- j 
corded one of these projects, but 
engineers of the mine bureau are 
studying for deposit locations in 
the desert and mountains and the 
state will “get its share of work” 
if the project is continued accord­ 
ing to E. D. Gardner, supervising 
engineer. 
Claims Are Filed 
Reports of the government’s ap­ 
propriation already have led to 
considerable activity among Ari­ 
zona miners. 
A tungsten claim is 
being 
developed 
and 
several 
claims have been filed around the 
Globe-Miami districts where test« 
show possible presence of rare 
metals. 
Other miners 
are 
finding it 
profitable to work the deserted 
gold and silver mines in which the 
government suddenly has shown 
interest. 
Early miners were in­ 
terested solely in gold or silver 
deposits and may have overlooked j 
bodies of important minerals.

This fictitious 
pressure 
upon 
the Presid en t from both German y 
an d the sen ate was obviously be­ 
comin g embarrassin g.

earliest opportun ity in his n ext 
press con feren ce the Presid en t 
tried to get the id ea over that 
plan ted press stories from Ber­ 
lin were n ot sufficien t basis up­ 
on which to act. But he d id it in 
a clumsy man n er, by tellin g the 
poin tless story about Ad am n ot 
believin g stories Eve read in the 
n ewspapers. 
In fact, he left the 


attackin g his favorite whippin g 
boy, the press, for 
publishin g 
thin gs “learn ed on high author­ 
ity,” etc. This suggestion seemed 
to come from the wron g man , as 
Mr. Roosevelt has plan ted more

CONFLAGRATIONS STILL HAPPEN 
“The day of conflagrations is not past.” says F. 
D. Layton, president of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. And he has plenty of ev idence to 
support his statement. 
Last May a Chicago granary fire and explosion 
dev astated an area one-fourth mile sq uare, took 
eight liv es and destroyed property v alued a t more 
than $3,000,000. E arlier in the year, fire razed a 
business block in Sandusk y, Ohio, causing a m il­ 
lion-dollar loss. Sev eral buildings went up in 
smok e in Halifax, Nov a Scotia—to the tune of 
$8 00,000. 
As Mr. Layton also says, “The threat of great 
fires is present in most cities.“ Inadeq uate or out­ 
moded building codes—the existence of ancient 
firetraps and tenem ents—poorly organized fire 
fighting facilities—unstable w ater supply—these 
are a few of the hazards that may, a t any moment, 
produce a hell of smok e and flame which will 
leav e death and destruction in its wak e. 
Further, the conflagration danger is not con­ 
fined to the larger cities of the country. A q uarter- 
mile fire such as that which occurred in Chicago 
is soon forgotten in a metropolis—a fire of sim ilar 
size in a small town would destroy it completely. 
In many of the small communities a single factory 
is the main source of the town’s jobs and income. 
If that factory bums, a blow is struck from which 
the community may nev er be able to recov er. 
Here is where the cause of fire prev ention comes 
straight home to us all. To help prev ent fire is a 
personal job.

The mo netary structure o f the 
United States is a peculiar mix ture 
o f dev ices. 
Its unsatisfacto ry and undepend­ 
a b le fe a tu r e s 
are these:

(2) The do llar price o f go ld may 
be changed at any time by the Presi­ 
dent o » by the Secretary o f the 
Treasury with the appro v al o f the 
President. Thus a facto r o f great un­ 
certainty ex ists as to the co ntinued 
stability o f the price o f go ld in o ur 
internatio nal go ld bullio n standard. 
(3) There is no kno wn way to 
guarantee that a paper currency may 
no t depreciate in terms o f go ld ex ­ 
cept by pro v iding fo r direct and free 
co nv ersio n o f the paper into go ld. 
There is apparently no way to dem­ 
o nstrate that a sy stem o f indirect co n­ 
v ertibility , such as we hav e em­ 
plo y ed since J anuary 31. 1934, can 
maintain

and o v er-v alued silv er o n a parity 
with go ld fo r an indefinite perio d. 
So me reco gnitio n is giv en to this 
fact in tho se pro v isio ns o f the Go ld 
Reserv e Act o f 19 34 (Secs.
